Sixty years ago a stage-coach line 


through Hope connected Shreveport 
with St. Louis by a 56-hour journey, 
the stages from Shreveport transfer- 
ing here to the Cairo & Fulton 
Railroad, now the Missouri Pacific. 


This interesting fact is revealed 


in an advertisement of J. D, Chid- 
ester & Co., stage-coach line Operat- 
ing out of Shreveport, printed in the 
Shreveport 
Southwestern 
Telegram 


October 29, 1873. The advertisement 
was photographed and made into a 
newspaper plate by the Louisiana & 
Arkansas Railway Co., and is re- 
produced by The Star with their 
consent. 


Before tho rails of the L. & A. join- 


ed Hope with Shreveport, the Louis- 
iana' city had to drive 90 miles across 
country to reach the nearest rail con- 
nection with St. Louis, which was at 
this city—then known as Hope Depot, 
Arkansas. 


Sixty years ago it required 32 hours' 


to go from Shreveport to Little Rock, 
and 56 hours to St. Louis. The fare 
to Little Rock was ?22; and to .St. 
Louis $31.

Quicker, Cheaper Today 


Today the L. & A. and Missouri 


Pacific connection 
put 
Shreveport 


less than six hours away from Little' 
Rock, and 14 hours 20 minutes from 
St. Louis. The fare to Little Rock is 
less than $8; and to St. Louis less 
than ?20. 


History began to be made, when the 


old stage line south of here was re- 
placed by the L. & A. railway. It 
began as a logging road; was conceiv- 
ed and built by the late William 
Buchanan, one of the most successful 
lumbermen in the South. The road 
was first chartered as a common car- 
rier under the name Louisiana & Ar- 
kansas Ra&iroad 'Company, on 'March' 
18, 1898, at which time it extended 
from'Stamps, Ark., to Spring Hill, La. 
It was extended southward during the 
following year to Ashland, La.,''and 
in May, 1902, the extension .further 
South to Winnfield, La., was complet- 
ed. The road was then 125 miles long 
and had no bonded indebtedness.

•an area, the lower East Side has been America's "most In- 
corrigible slum. So long as its tenements paid, the innumer- 
able 'efforts, rrnade to improve the district accomplished little. 


Now, 
within scarcely more than five years, it has "be- 


come apparent that the chief social and economic influences 
that have so long tended to perpetuate the old conditions are 
losing force. The lower East Side is now ceasing to pay. 
Population has declined from 339,000 to 249,000 in the past 
forty jeftrs. The decline of immigration and the almost steady 
improvement of the condition of the American wage earner 
have- reduced the demand for this lowest type of .housing, 
Few new buildings have been going up of late and old build- 
ings have teen deteriorating rapidly. Property producing 
small income could not conitnue to carry high tax assess- 
ments, The cost of doing business has steadily increased. 


The first step proposed toward rehabilitation is through 


utilization of the residential advantages of the section. It ad- 
joins Wall Street and the downtown office district so closely 
that, the moment a thorough renovation of Its physical :chaV- 
acter is considered, its strategic merit as a residential ;dfs- 
trict for the so-called white collar workers is 'obvious. The 
slogan "Walk to Work" is applicable. 


The plan includes improvement of two bridge ap- 


proaches, enactment of residence zoning restrictions, es- 
tablishment of water-front and neighborhood parks and play- 
grounds, widening o fstreets, and construction of a drive 
along the East River. 


Evolution of the plan will be watched with interest far 


Luyond New York. Slum clearance everywhere by the ihcest- 
ment of private capital in reconstruction deserves every reas- 
onable encouragement. Such undertakings carried out by lim- 
ited dividend corporations, or by capital taking ^dvant^ge 6f 
.special legislation, have proved beneficial. But 'the lesson of 
t-xperience with these projects in several large cities is that 
they have high value as illustrations of what can be 'done, 
but do not enlist nearly enough capital to have an important 
quantitative effect. If private capital. is to reclaim a large 
neighborhood, the whole neighborhood must be impressed 
with a quality that invites the investment of mortey for i&irof it.

This 
will make for better conditions on 
he farms too. Cattle will usually pay 
their way on the pasture in the 
Iroppings of manure if it is concerved. 
Manure droppings from caltle well 
ed and well pastured will average 
rom twelve to fourteen 
tons per 


housand pounds live weight. One or 
wo acres can be made to pasture a 
housand pounds of cattle, and the 
manure droppings will be sufficient 
o well fertilize two acres for any 
ield crop one year, with a good resi- 
ue remaining in the ground for the 
ext year or more. Remember this 


en you calculate the possible gains 


n growing cattle. If there is nothing 
gained except the fertilizer, there is 
yet an attractive profit in growing 
cattle, if the farmer owns his own 
land. The writer a few years ago 
bought 100 head of cattle in the fall 
and fattened them on meal and ruls. 
They were fed 100 days and shipped 
to market. No profit was made on the 
cattle when sold, but the land on 
which they were fed was made very 
rich, and tho fertilizer lasted for four 
crops before exhausted. Farmers who 
ore growing more feed crops than 
their stock can consume may buy cat- 
tle in the fall and winter and feed 
them for the market. 
The intern 


mediate credit banks will loan Ihe 
mcney to buy the cattle if the farmer 
nas the feed. If no money is made in 
rattening the cattle for the market, 
t will yet be a means of marketing 
tho surplus feed without hauling to 
market, and the enrichment of the 
arm land will prove the experiment 
o be profitable in that way. 
A delegation 01 Mrmors from Eng- 
and called to see me a few days ago 
o discuss this very thing. They are 
-aising tho fetd but do not have the 
cattle. They will buy feeder cattle 
his fall to eat the surplus feed, and 
vill fatten them for the market. This 
vill constitute good, farming. . How 
nuch better it will be for the farmers 
who have the cattle they have grown 
hemselves, either on the range or on i 


The tomato growers must try to step 


up their yield per iicre somewhat, and 
get up with the procession if they arc 
poing to grow tomatoes for profit. 
The average yield per acre for Ar- 
kansas is less than three tons. At u 
low market price this yield will not 
be very profitable. Arkansas produc- 
ers should try to come up to what the 
growers in Ohio and Indiana are do- 
ing. 
Sixty-six farmers at Oak Grove, 


Ohio, averaged over nine tons per 
acre. At St. Henry 100 farmers aver- 
aged ten tons per acre, and at Celina 
the same thing was done. In 1930 there 
were 203 members of tho Ohio Tomato 
Club who grow from 10 to 15 tons 
per acre, and 27 of them made be- 
tween 15 and 20 tons per acre, while 
one farmer made over 
21 tons per 


acre. Commercial fertilizer was mostly 
•esponsible for the good yields. One 
'armer with good land made ten tons 
>er acre on a part of his crop, with- 
out fertilizer. On the balance he ap- 
jlied 450 pounds of superphosphate 
and 150 of murate of potash, per acre, 
and made a yield of twenty tons per 
icre. This shows that it pays as well 
f not better to fertilize good land, in 
growing tomatoes. Besides the in- 
:rease, the quality is increased, and 
here will be more of the crop that 
will grade No. one. 


The oats.crops should be followed 


by cow peas or soy beans, to put 
more nitrogen back In the soil. Some 
vill follow oats with corn. In that 
ase cow peas should be planted be- 
ween the rows, and atfer pasturing 
n the fall everything should be plow- 
d under and some winter cover crop, 
uch as hairy vetch, Abruzzi rye. burr 
clover or Austrian winter peas, be 
planted. This is the way to build 
up the soil and make bettor yields and 
get more crop returns. A bare field 
throughout Ihe winter will lose some 
of its vitality so necessary for crop 
production the next year. Winter cov- 
er crops have a high value in build- 
ing up and maintaining soils. Look 
forward to them and plan accordingly.

Frisco building into Hope at the same 
time. This extension was completed 
and put into operation on Juno 1, 1903. 


The line was extended southeast- 


ward from Winnfield to Jena, La., to 
reach other mills of William Buch- 
anan, and was extended to Alexandria, 
La. which point was reached on July 
1. 1906. An extension was also made 
westward from Minden by purchase 
of the Minden East & West Railroad, 
which line was extended into Shreve- 
port and was completed and put into 
operation on July 1. 1910. An exten- 
sion was affected to Vidalia from 
Packtoti, through Goodpine, Trout, 
and Jonesville, La. on July 1, 1917. 
The line then extended from Hope, 
Ark. to Alexandria, La., with branches 
from Minden to Shreveport, and from 
Packton to Vidalia. 


Enters New Orleans 


The next important event in the his- 


tory of this property occurred when 
H. C. Couch, an outstanding man in 
the development of the States of Ark- ( 
ansas and Louisiana, purchased and 
took control on January 16, 1928. At 
the same time, he negotiated the pur- 
chase of the Louisiana Railway & 
Navigation Company lines, and the: 
two lines were unified by the organ- 
ization of the 
new 
company, the 


Louisiana & Arkansas Railway Com- 
pany of Delaware. By virute of thci 
unification of the two lines, the Louis- 
iana & Arkansas Railway Company 
now extends from Hope, Ark. to New 
Orleans, La. via Alexandria, La. with 
a branch line from Packton to Vida- 
lia, on the Mississippi River, and one 
from Minden to Shreveport, .thence to 
Alexandria, through Coushatta. 


The passenger service of the L. Sc A. 


has improved greatly during the past 
few years. "The Shreveporter," op- 
erating between Hope and Shreveport 
affords through fast service between 
Shreveport and St. Louis, and points 
East. As in 1873, the quickest and 
best route from Shreveport and sur- 
rounding territory to St. Louis, and 
points East and North, is via Hope, 
Ark. However, instead of 56 hours 
being required and use of stage line 
for 90 miles, the trip from Shreveport 
to St. Louis can be made in 14 hours, 
20 minutes overnight service, and 
through sleeping cars arc available, 
as are 
all 
modern conveicnccs of 


travel.
